Board, Slomon Goodlett was an 
address by Kenneth E. Grant 
of Washington , D.C., who was 
serving his first day as admini- 
strator of the Soil Conservation 
Service. 


Grant recognized Arkansas as 


the first state having a conser- 
vation district enabling act and 
commended district supervisors 
for their visionary approach to 
conservation problems on a ru- 
ral-urban partnership. He also 
lauded Arkansas' success In es- 
tablishing multi-purpose water- 
shed and resource conservation 
and development projects. 


Einar L. Roget, SCS state con- 


servationist, told the group of 
supervisors and guests that the 
unique partnership between Fe- 
deral, State, and local govern- 
ment is the key to the success 
of the soil and water conser- 
vation movement. 


He explained the Federal Gov- 


ernment's 
role in developing 


programs of financial and tech- 
nical 
help 
to districts; the 


State's role in providing a legal 
basis for district work along with 
financial support: and the dis- 
trict's role in ''providing the 
voice, the vehicle, and the pro- 
gram needed and desired by the 
local people to deal with their 
resource problems,1'

now in Its 9§th month of eontin* 
uous economic advance. Both in 
strength and length, this pros* 
perity is without parallel in our 
history. 


"We have steered clear of the 


business-cycle recessions which 
for generations derailed us re* 
peatedly 
from 
our 
path of 


growth and progress." 


But the president saw one 


flaw in his generally rosy eco* 
nomic analysis—the wage*price 
spiral which became especially 
serious in 1968. 


He insisted 
that this was 


caused in no small part by the 
failure of Congress to enact the 
10 per cent incotne surtax in 
January, 1967, when he first 
asked for it. The bill passed 18 
months later. 


Congressional 
critics have 


said this delay resulted largely 
from a refusal by Johnson and 
his 
Defense 
Department 
to 


present the true costs of the 
Vietnam war at the time they 
first became obvious. 


In any event, Johnson de- 


clared in his report that the job 
of combining national prosperi- 
ty with price stability "is the 
biggest remaining over-all chal- 
lenge facing the nation." 


Inudstrial countries have nev- 


er solved this problem of infla- 
tion, said Johnson, and the Unit- 
ed States could not solve it ei- 
ther in the short-term 
future. 


But 
he expressed confidence 


that eventually an answer would 
be found. "There is no simple 
nor single formula for success," 
he commented. "But this combi- 
nation (high employment and 
stable prices) can and must be 
achieved—by the United States 
and within the next several 
years. 


"Now 
that we have learned to 


sustain prosperity, we can sure- 
ly not allow inflation to erode or 
erase that victory." 


The solutions he advocated 


lean heavily on the so-called 
"New Economics." 


Cutting taxes and raising gov- 


ernment spending in periods of 
economic slowdown, the oppos- 
ite when booms threaten to get 
out of hand; higher interest 
rates in inflationary times, low- 
er ones in slack periods. 


But the President said there 


also must be other steps. One of 
these, he said, is steady im- 
provement in the productivity of 
American industries and work- 
ers. Another is voluntary agree- 
ment by both business and labor 
to restrain themselves in raising 
prices and 
demanding wage 


boosts. 


Johnson said he recommend- 


ed a $3.5 billion budget surplus 
and extension of the surtax as 
"a tight and prudent program" 
appropriate to the present infla- 
tionary period. He estimated 
that this would hold the increase 
in the nation's output of goods 
and services to $60 billion in 
1969 
compared to the $71 billion 


recorded in 1968. 


"The over-all gains will not 


and should not be as large as 
those in 1968, but they will still 
make for a highly prosperous 
year," he said. 


Without this restraint, said 


Johnson serious economic pit- 
falls were possible. A demand 
could arise for wage and price 
controls, he said, and imposing 
them would mean "a dead end 
for economic freedom and pro- 
gress." 


In 
addition 
to 
maintaining 


prosperity with price stability, 
Johnson said the Nixon adminis- 
tration would face three other 
major economic problems. He 
described them this way: 


"We must more fully secure 


the foundations of the world mo- 
netary system and of our own 
balance of payments. 


"We must fulfill our many un- 


met public needs such as good 
educaton, efficient transporta- 
tion, clean air and pure water. 
Quality as well as quantity is 
the key to a better life. 


"We must share more equita- 


bly the fruits 
of prosperity 


among all our citizens, A nation 
as prosperous, . .cannot afford 
to leave any citizen in poverty." 


Members of the Council of 


Economic Advisers, whose re- 
port was submitted along with 
that of the President, endorsed 
the economic tactics followed in 
his budget, and predicted they 
should act to hold price in- 
creases to around 3 per cent in 
1969, compared with 5 per cent 
in 1968. 


The economists said they had 


been greatly surprised at the 
(allure of the income surtax to 
slow the economy more during 
the last half of 1968, but said 
that the tax and the federal 
budget surplus should take hold 
in the first six months of 1969 
and bringing a 
"significant 


slowdown." 


In his farewell message, the 


President said tie had become 
fully confident Americans are 
determined "to provide a good 
job, a decent standard of living, 
quality education and a pleasing 
environment for everyone.'' 


"We have begun to make pro* 


grees toward these aspirations," 
np said.

The nontaxable distri- 
butions are removed since 
they represent a partial re- 
turn of vour own capital 
upon which you already have 
paid a tax. There remains, 
then, only the cash divi- 
dends. 


This is the amount which 


is then subjected to the $100 
exclusion. 


The capital gain dividends 


will be entered 
later 
in 


Schedule D—if one is used 
to record capita] gains and 
losses—where it is subject to 
the preferred capital gains 
tax, or. if there is no Sched- 
ule D with your return, re- 
port it as miscellaneous in- 
come on Form 1040. When 
you do the latter, enter it as 
one-half capital gain divi- 
dend, making sure you in- 
clude as income only one- 
half of the full amount re- 
ceived. 


Senior Citizens—those who 


have reached their 65th year 
—no longer receive all the 
special advantages they once 
did on their income tax re- 


turn. But they slill receive 
s e v e r a l fax breaks with 
which they should become 
familiar in order to reduce 
their tax. 


If they have reached their 


65th year by Jan. 1, 1969, 
they instantly receive 
an 


extra $600 exemption credit. 
If husband and wife are each 
65 or older they receive a 
total of two extra credits, 
providing a total of four $600 
exemptions for the couple. 


There is the possibility of 


still a third credit, worth an- 
other $600, If one or both is 
blind. For this purpose it is 
not necessary that the indi- 
vidual be totally blind, but 
meet the requirements of 
legal blindness. In the case 
of seriously Impaired vision 
where there is a doubt about 
legal blindness, a d o c t o r 
should be consulted before 
the return is filed. 


Medical 
expenses 
which 


once were fully deductible 
by those who reached 65 arc 
now claimed in the same 
f a s h i o n as they are by 
y o u n g e r taxpayers. This 
means that drug expenses 
must exceed 1 per cent of 
income and all other medi- 
cal expenses exceed 3 per 
cent of income before they 
arc considered. 


The Senior Citizens, like 


all younger taxpayers, may 
claim as a medical deduc- 
tion one-half the cost of all 
medical and hospital insur- 
ance premiums. They should 
include in their 
insurance 


tabulation the $4 monthly ($3 
before April 1, 1968) pay- 


ments for Medicare. The 
regular hospital tax which Is 
included in Ihe Social Se- 
curity tax is not deductible, 
however. 


One of the major tax op- 


portunities enjoyed by those 
65 and older occurs when 
they sell their home at a 
profit. To q u a l i f y for this 
special privilege the prop- 
erly sold must have been 
owned by them and used as 
their principal residence for 
at least five of the eight 
years prior to the sale. 


If these requirements are 


met and the home is sold for 
an adjusted sales price of 
$20.000 or less, there is no 
tax on the gain, regardless 
how large. 


The adjusted sales price 


is the gross selling price less 
the total of "fixing up" ex- 
penses and selling expenses. 


The former are those costs 


incurred to make your home 
more salable. They must 
have been made within 90 


days pfiof to the sale and 
paid tot Within SO days after 
the sale. 


Selling expenses ifieiirde 
real estate commissions, ad- 
vertising expense, escrow 
and legal fees in connection 
with the sale. 


If the adjusted safes price 


f» mote thaa $2»,WW the 
amount af prefH which U tax 
exempt is the ratio between 
$20,000 and the 
adjusted 
sates price. 


If that definition sounds 


complicated, a practical ex- 
ample should illustrate the 
point. Assume the home was 
sold at a $15,000 profit with a 
gross sales price of $3S,000. 
Fixing-tip and selling ex- 
penses totaled $5,000. 


The latter two expenses 


reduce the adjusted sales 
price to $30,000. Since $20,000 
is two-thirds of $30,000, two- 
thirds of the $15,000 profit, or 
$10.000, Is tax exempt. Only 
$5,000 would be subject to 
long-term capital gain profit.

danger of vitamin poisoning. 
The other vitamins are not 
stored in the body and can 
be taken in u n l i m i t e d 
amounts. The daily require- 
ment for iron is 0.5 to i mil- 
ligram for men and 0.7 to 2 
milligrams for women. 


Q—About three years ago 


I took an overdose of vita- 
mins A and D. It has left me 
with pains in my bones. 
What can I do to ease these 
pains? 


A—Bone pains can occur 


with vitamin A poisoning, 
less frequently with vitamin 
D poisoning. The only treat- 
ment is prompt withdrawal 
of the vitamin supplements. 
Since three years is a long 
time for the pain to persist, 
your doctor 
should deter- 


mine whether there is any 
other cause for your present 
pains If not, you might try 
aspirin. If that doesn't help, 
have your doctor give you 
one of the other nonhabit- 
forming pain killers.

A—Yes. Each gram of hal- 


ibut liver oil (U.S. Pharma- 
copeia) contains 69.000 units 
of vitamin A and 600 units 
ot vitamin D. Each gram of 
cod liver oil (USFi contains 
only 600 and 85 units respec- 
tively.

Lucky Break: 
Peace Talks 
Finally Begin

PARIS (AP) - 
The long* 


stalled Vietnam peace talks are 
to begin Saturday, eight months 
after the preliminary discus* 
slons got under way, 


With the consent of their al- 


lies, the United States and 
North Vietnam announced today 
a breakthrough in the filibuster 
about the shape of the table the* 
negotiators will use. The Ameri- 
can, North Vietnamese, South 
Vietnamese and National Liber- 
ation Front delegations will sit 
around an unmarked round ta- 
ble at the International Confer- 
ence Center. 


W. Averell Harriman, the U.S. 


ambassador who Is retiring 
from the talks this weekend* 
said the solution represented no 
victory for any side. 


"It was not suggested by any 


one person," he said. "It was 
not a compromise, but just a de- 
cision that all could agree to, 
and satisfactory to all the parti- 
cipants of the conference." 


Harriman hailed the agree* 


rnent as an Important step on 
the road to peace, saying it is 
possible that the talks may get 
fairly quickly to substantive 
matters, perhaps by the time 
his successor, Henry Cabot 
Lodge, arrives In a week or 10 
days. 


In Saigon, Foreign Minister 


Tran Chanh Thanh Insisted the 
talks will be two-sided-the 
United States and Saigon vs. 
Hanoi and the Viet Cong's front. 


"This Is the nearest we could 


get to the two sides we have

Two rectangular tables for
